Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record do not disclose an interior mirror system comprising a sensor connected to tlie 
windshield adjacent to the button; an interior mirror system configured to be connected 
to the button and to cover the sensor; the sensor being coupled to the windshield 
independent of the rearview mirror system; wherein at least a portion of the sensor is no 
longer operatively coupled to the windshield as the interior rearview mirror system is 
detached form the button.
